Dear Sir:— In reply to the lettei of 
Mr. .). 1'. Davis which appeared in 
Wednesday';, is IUB,- 1 Leg to call at- 
tention to the tmfoun led statement 
which reads as follows: "The Stu- 
dents' Council found that abuse had 
been made of the privileges granted 
in the past, regarding uniforms." 

This is absolutely erroneous. The 
Students' Council did not consider 
that any wilful or Intentional abuse 
had been committed along these lines 
by the players or manager of any 
athletic club. In fact, no such state 
of affairs was ever suggested. What 
the Students' t ouncil did consider, 
was that the expense involved in 
outfitting teams was rather heavy 
and also the system by which play- 
ers were supplied with absolutely 
everything was endangering to some 
extent our spirit of amateurism. But 
in no case could the heavy expendi- 
ture be attributed to extravagance, 
or mis-management on the part of 
those entrusted with the funds of 
the respective clubs. 

The Students' Council, therefore, 
deemed it well to appoint a commit- 
tee to look into this matter and to 
report what articles in considered 
should be supplied to athletes Play- 
ing for McGill. 

Inasmuch as Hi" letter in question 
casts a slur on previous manage- 
ments of McGill teams, I would like

His 
brother, Stewart was at the ring- 
side, and it was amusing to see him 
so excited when one remembers what 
a cool performer he always wns. 
Page is clever, bul not yet. rugged 
enough for the game, but he is made 1 
of the right stuff and has grit to 
burn. Davison of Varsity, who beat 
Mustard has been styled the class- 
iest boxer in the amateur ranks to- 
day. Crosley earned n reputation 
for himself in his bout with Suther- 
land, who Is a tough proposition.

"our wrestlers showed cleverness 
and speed. 1 did not see all the bouts 
but 1 saw Bodge and iteid. It ap- 
peared to me that Hodge was un- 
lucky. Ewart and Roberts (queen's) 
put up a clever bout and pleased the 
spectators greatly. MacDoilgall was 
evidently out of condition. Mr. Smith 
could give a better account of the 
wrestling. It is (mite evident the 
Boxing, Wrestling and Fencing Tour- 
nament is going to lie one or the 
athletic features of the year and 
these sports are going to come 'into 
their own. There is no better physi- 
cal or moral training than boxing 
and wrestling. Something will have 
to be done in regard to the interpre- 
tation and enforcing of th: Intercol- 
legiate Rules of Boxing and Fencing, 
some changes may be necessary. In 
boxing a man should be out if he 
cannot continue. The rule allowing 
a man to fight after being knocked 
out is absolutely wrong and danger- 
ous. In wrestling some changes 
should be made. Regarding officials, 
there should be two time keepers, 
seated apart, or an automatic time 
keener. I am of (be opinion that ad- 
vice from older heads than the stu- 
dents could be used with advantage 
in making and changing rules, etc., 
and would suggest nn Advisory 
Hoard, consisting of :i or 5 men 
who have been athletes of the highost 
type; preferably, but not necessarily 
college graduates. Names that occur 
to 111c just now are: Dr. Clifford 
Jack, Mr. James Taylor, both of 
the M. A. A. A.; Prof. McKergnn of 
McGill: Joe Wright, who refereed 
the boxing at Toronto, and Percy 
Molson. It would be easy to suggest 
20 nnme8 to choose from, experienced 
athletes and absolutely square. If 
we can hold our team together for 
next year we should win the cham- 
pionship. Our fellows will have to 
trnin for a longer period and tnke 
special muscle t^*doping exercises,

SYNOPSIS Op CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 

Any person who is the sole head of j 
a family, or any male over 18 years 
old, may homestead a quarter sec- 
tion of available Dominion lnnd in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
The applicant must appear in person 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any agen- 
cy, on certain conditions by father, 
mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties. — Six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the lnnd in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on n farm of at least SO acres 
solely owned and occupied by him or 
by his father, mother, sou, daughter, 
brother or sistor. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standi tjr may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alone side his home- 
stead. I 'rice $3.00 per acre. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre etnption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. I'rice $:!.<!„ per aire. Duties. 
— Must reside nix months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

OR. PORTER SPEAKS 
AT MINING SOCIETY 

Interesting Address on Dia- 
mond Mining in South 
Africa 



At. a meeting of the McGill Min- 
ing Society held last night, Dr. .1. 
li. I'oiter, Professor of Mining Engi- 
neering, gave ;.n extremely interest 

ing lectur i The Diamond Fields 

of South Africa. Dr. Porter gave a 
comparative description of precious 
gems as an introduction to his ad- 
dress. 

The development of this wonderful 
diamond producing district wus care- 
fully traced from its discovery ' 
tiii' present time. 

The first diamonds were fourni quite 
accidentally, ami the consequent rush 
into the Vaal district was remark- 
able; ten thousand men were engaged 
in searching for diamonds in the 
district in 1870— *71, The diamonds 
occur in volcanic pipes or necks, 
these are weathered at the surface to 
a yellow soil, while at greater depths 
they aie composed of a harder ma- 
terial of bluish color. 

The rapid production of diamonds 
was much hindered because of the 
entire surface ureas of these pipes 
were divided up into smaller claims 
31 feet square with roads between. 



This le, I to difficulties in milling, us 
the workings increased in depth. 

In lsKK a large company succeed- 
ed in getting control and carried on 
mining by a careful scientific sys 
tern Which has proved wonderfully 
successful. The speaker contrasted 
the management and financing f 
this company with those of mining 
companies on the continent, The 
value of shares of the Pe Beers Com 
puny is manj times their par value, 
while the value of pro] en y and erjlti| - 
ment greatly exceeds its capital. 

The companies in South Africa 
mined millions of tons of "blu; 
ground" and spread it out op lane 
fields to décomposa by weathering 
from six months to two years, after 
which till- diamonds nr? cvt: ti .1 Bj 
concentrating in an ore dressing 
plant, The final extraction is car- 
ried out on greased tables Lnstea I of 
by baud us formerly. 

Dr. Porter described the labor con- 
ditions in Africa, giving interesting 
accounts of his experiences while al 
Klmbcrley Mines. 

A large nu nber of splendid slides, 
Illustrating the address, were then 
hown and explained, before Dr. I 
ter spoke of the (anious diamonds of 
the world, including the Kohinoor, 
Cullinnn, Hope, etc. 

The mem] ers had an opportunity of 
examining Dr. Porter's private sol- 
lection of diamonds and a fine set 
uf models of the great gems. 

Mr. (!a.>s moved a hearty vole of 
thanks to the speaker, seconded by 
Mr. Thompson, 

Mr. (lass was elected to represent 
McGill at tin' coming meeting of tli3 
Canadian Mining Institute in Toron- 
to.
